EXPO BID CANCELLATION SHOWS 
CONSERVATIVES ARE OVER THE TOP 
CONFIDENT ABOUT ALBERTA'S CITIES 





In my neighbourhood on the north side of 107th 
Avenue, city crews are already busy knocking 
down houses and digging with backhoes in 
preparation for the new North LRT line. My 
excitement grows each day as I step off the bus 
at Kingsway Transit Centre and see the con- 
struction inching forward. 

But while the North LRT line did receive 
funding from the federal government, the 
folks in Mill Woods lost out when the federal 
government decided not to support the city’s 
Expo 2017 bid and the city decided to delay the 
Southeast line. Residents have been waiting for 
the LRT for years. Indeed, it was a major plank 
for city Coun. Amarjeet Sohi when he was first 
elected in 2007. The delay must be incredibly 
frustrating. 

Still, the federal riding of Edmonton Mill 
Woods Beaumount isn’t on the political radar 
this election, even as a race for second place. 
Incumbent Mike Lake won by a whopping 17, 
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Federal funding to cities from 
several funds. 
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416 votes last election, or 60 per cent of the 
vote. The second place Liberal candidate came 
in at 18 per cent of the vote. The riding has 
gone Conservative since the boundaries were 
changed and Liberal David Kilgour was defeat- 
ed in 2006. 

The riding is one example of a unique po- 
litical monoculture here in Alberta. Except for 
Edmonton-Stathcona, the entire province is 
Tory blue, and the Conservatives win by huge 
margins. Meaning we are largely ignored and 
taken for granted. While I’m no huge support- 
er of the Expo bid, the way it was shut down 
shows the Conservatives are overly confident 
about winning in Edmonton. 

Andit’s not just Expo. Since 2006, Edmonton 
received $202 million in public transit funding 
(from the Public Transit Capital Trust Fund, 
Building Canada Fund, Gas Tax Fund, and the 
Infrastructure Stimulus Fund, according to 
Infrastructure Canada), compared to over $2 
billion for Toronto, over $765 million for Van- 
couver, and $230 million for Calgary. 

While Edmonton doesn’t have the same 
population as Toronto, we are a growing city in 
an extremely important economic region, not 
to mention in the heartland of Conservative 
support. 

When you compare the influence of a back- 
bench Conservative to the weight carried by 
once-upon-a-time Liberal cabinet minister 
Anne McLellan from Edmonton-Centre or the 
current NDP environment critic Linda Duncan 
in €dmonton-Strathcona, Edmonton voters 
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should start to wonder if it’s worth it to con- 
tinue the blue landslide. 

Many people would be surprised — or rather 
turn-your-hair-white shocked — to wake up on 
May 3 with Edmonton-Mill Woods-Beaumont 
glowing red, orange, or green. Still, that's no 
reason for the issue of public transit funding to 
be swept under the rug. 

Here’s what the candidates in Edmonton- 
Millwoods-Beaumont had to say about the 
LRT line: 

“It was going to be the lifeblood of our com- 
munity,” says Liberal candidate Mike Butler, 
“an essential part of the growth of our com- 
munity.” 

Butler switched from the NDP this election 
because he felt his supporters, friends and 
family were more in-line with the Liberal party 
ethos. 

The Liberals have promised a “Canadian 
Transportation and Infrastructure Strategy,” 
with local, regional, and rapid transit as priori- 
ties. 

New Democrat Nadine Bailey, a local busi- 
ness owner and actor, agrees that the LRT is 
very important to the riding, especially with 
the price of gas on the rise once again. 

“I know, I find it hard to fill up my tank. It 
costs $60 each time,” she says. “(The LRT) 
would be a huge advantage to our area.... We 
knowit's one of the fastest ways to get around.” 
The NDP promises include a national transit 
strategy, as well as an additional cent of the gas 
tax funnelled to cities. 
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Incumbent Conservative Mike Lake says he's 
not hearing about transit issues at the door- 
steps, but rather concerns over the economy 
and crime and justice issues. 

Still, he says he understands that the Mill 
Woods line is a concern for the riding in gen- 
eral, and adds that the city has already benefit- 
ted from federal funds for transit. 

“The federal government has played a sig- 
nificant role in LRT funding,” he says, pointing 
to the NAIT and South lines. The Conserva- 
tives also made the Gas Tax Fund for cities per- 
manent.He says that the Conservatives would 
consider future requests from the city on a case 
by case basis. 

Representing the Green Party is university 
student Christa Baxter, who has put her name 
on the ballot even though she’s still finishing 
her final exams. 

“It's an economic decision as well,” she says 
of the investment in public transit. “We are 
creating jobs that will help cut greenhouse gas 
emissions.” 

Despite the odds, she says voting Green is a 
“viable option” and that she’s giving up some 
study time (and sleep no doubt) because she 
believes the Green Party offers some great 
policies — including stable and long term fund- 
ing for cities. The Green Party has promised 
a $500 million per year municipal superfund, 
including support for mass transit, pedestrian, 


and cycling projects.

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HEALTHINQUIRYISNEEDED == 





The explosive allegations by MLA Raj 
Sherman that Albertans were dying while 
on waiting lists for cancer treatment, and 
that the government was paying doctors 
“millions” to buy their silence, has domi- 
nated political discussion since he made 
the still-unsubstantiated charges nearly 
two months ago. After relentless pounding 
by the opposition, the Stelmach govern- 
ment agreed to a Health Quality Council of 
Alberta review into the quality of care and 
safety of patients requiring emergency room 
care and cancer surgery, to be conducted by 
a distinguished panel of Albertans. But that 
wasn't enough for the opposition parties, 
who are demanding a full public inquiry, 
which would have the power to compel 
evidence, into the allegations of physician 
intimidation. For weeks, the government has 
denied the demands, saying that the HOCA’s 
investigation was more than adequate to 
get to the bottom of the charges. 

Just as it appeared the public might be 
tiring of the demand-and-deny dance, the 
Alberta Medical Association weighed in this 
week and reinvigorated the debate. A letter 


from the AMA pase stated that “a pub- 


lic inquiry — with the authority to compel 
evidence — is the best forum in which to | 
accomplish this.” 

That might have been the tipping point, 
but the AMA muted its public inquiry 
request, allowing the Stelmach government 
a small loophole. The AMA said the doctors 
would cooperate with the inquiry if “the | 
review remains the only formal venue where | 
physician intimidation is examined.” That 
was good enough for the government. 

Health Minister Gene Zwozdesky makes | 
a valid point in backing the HOCA route. He 
says an inquiry could take years and cost 
untold millions of dollars, while the HOCA 
investigation will cost about a million, and 
be completed in a year. Maybe so. 

But the government isn’t winning any 
friends by grimly hanging on to its position. 
It appears the government strategy is to 
hang on until the house adjourns, which will 
be sooner rather than later, and hope the 
whole thing blows over. But if the Alberta 
Medical Association, representing nearly | 
every doctor in Alberta, wants a public 
inquiry, then perhaps their request should be | 
heeded, if only to clear the air. 





PATIENCE DURING CONSTRUCTION SEASON 


“Construction s season begins witha wallop 
this year as work commences on the North 
LRT line to NAIT. 

The closure of Kingsway Avenue from 
102nd Street to 106th Street will incon- 
venience both cars and transit riders right 
though the summer and into the fall. 

There's no doubt that commuters and 
residents in the Kingsway area will endure a 
frustrating and perhaps loud summer as the 
city builds the line and the new station near 
the Royal Alexandra hospital. 





However, the long: term benefits ofan 
expanded LRT system will far outweigh 
short-term commuter frustration. The city 
is growing, and with a concentration on infill | 
and many long-term plans for public transit, 
Edmonton has finally started toshowreal | 
commitment to curbing sprawl. Sometimes | 
that might not be pretty on the street, but it | 
will pay dividends in the future.

The Art of the Non-Apology 





OUTSIDEPOLITICS MAURICE TOUGAS 
‘NOT INTENDED TOBE A 
FACTUAL STATEMENT’ IS 
ALINGUISTIC CLASSIC THAT 
DESERVES WIDER USE 





Have you heard about John Kyl, the 
one-eyed, 287-pound, Iraqi-born 
senator? 

Last week, Sen. Kyl, a Republican 
(of course) from the great, unhinged 
state of Arizona, said the following 
on the floor of the U.S. Senate: 

“Everybody goes to clinics, to doc- 
tors, to hospitals, so on. Some people 
go to Planned Parenthood. But you 
don't have to go to Planned Parent- 
hood to get your cholesterol or your 
blood pressure checked. If you want 
an abortion, you go to Planned Par- 
enthood, and that’s well over 90 per 
cent of what Planned Parenthood 
does.” 

Kyl’s statement was made dur- 
ing the debate on the budget, which 
threatened to shut down the entire 
U.S. government, which would have 
resulted in no noticeable difference 


in government services. Republicans, 
as Republicans always do, were try- 
ing to save a few bucks by screwing 
the lower class in favour of the rich 
and super-rich, They concentrated 
on Planned Parenthood, an organi- 
zation that runs 800 centres in the 
U.S. that deals mostly with sexual 
health matters, including abortion. 
(Planned Parenthood also operates 
in Edmonton, but they are not con- 
nected to this story. Just want to clear 
that up.) 

It turns out that the senator out 
a bit on his numbers — by only 87 
per cent. Abortions account for only 
three per cent of what Planned Par- 
enthood does, not 90 per cent.

So what did the senator do? Apolo- 
gize? Set the record straight? Issue a 
contrite “my bad”? His press secre- 
tary, Ryan Patmintra, issued a state- 
ment saying that what the Senator 





body © senator became a “sensation, 
and a wonderful new phrase was 
added to the political lexicon. (To his 
credit, the press secretary has since 
issued a statement that his original 
explanation “made no sense”. Sure, 
it's obvious, but good for the guy for 
actually admitting it.) 

“Not intended to be a factual state- 
ment’ instantly becomes one of the 
all-time great non-apologies. Ryan 
Patmintra has added a classic to the 
art of the non-apology. 

This was, in essence, a form of 
apology, but part of the new style of 
apologies tend to lean more towards 
the pseudo-apology, This is where 
the politician/celebrity/Mel Gibson 
says, when caught in a lie/act of 
public lewdness/racist or homopo- 
bic rant, says “I apologize if what I 
said/did offended anyone.” This is 


the cubic zirconia of apologies; looks 
like an apology, but isn't. It says ‘I'm 
sorry if you are touchy ‘enough'to'be

CAMPAIGN IS DOWN TOITS 
CRITICAL LAST FEW DAYS. IT’S 
TIME TO GET INFORMED!

It's getting serious now; there are 
just 11 days left in the campaign. You 
can get everything you need to know 
about your riding, the candidates, and 
your polling station by going to www. 
electionscanda.ca, and inputing your 
postal code in the Voter Information 
Service section of the website. 


The proposed purchase of 65 F-35 
fighter jets has become an election 
issue, with the Conservatives saying 
it will cost $14 billion, while the Lib- 
erals say it will be in the range of $29 
billion. But according to documents 
obtained through an access to infor- 
mation request, the cost may not in- 
clude one tiny little component — the 
engine. The documents, released last 
week, state: “Engines are provided 
as gov't furnished equipment”. The 
Conservatives say the price tag in- 
cludes engines, but a U.S. expert on 
defence information calls the Con- 
servative price tag for the jets “pure 
fantasy”. 


We all know it’s difficult to find 
candidates who want to run under 








the New Democrat banner in Al- 
berta; this is not exactly friendly 
territory for Jack Layton's team. In 
Calgary, the New Democrats have 
been forced to do the unthinkable 
because of a shortage of candidates 
— import them from Edmonton. In 
Calgary West and Calgary Centre, 
the NDP hopefuls pulled out. Find- 
ing no local cannon fodder, the party 
was forced to go to Edmonton, where 
it had a surplus of candidates. They 
should be as popular as an Oiler fan 
at a Flames game. 


Edmonton-Strathcona Conserva- 
tive candidate Ryan Hastman, try- 
ing to wrest back the lone non-Con- 
servative seat in Alberta from the 
NDP’s Linda Duncan, sent out a note 
to his volunteers last week, begging 
them to work harder because “we're 
losing”. It's not clear whether he re- 
ally believes he’s losing, or if he’s just 
trying to rally the troops. Duncan on 
the seat by just 463 votes in 2008. 


Stephen Harper appears to have 
won last week’s leaders’ debate, if 
the results of an Ekos poll are to be 
believed. Before last week’s debate, 
Harper's lead over Liberal Leader 
Michael Ignatieff has closed to five 
per cent. Post debate, however, the 
lead has stretched to 7.5 per cent. 
The NDP lost a percentage point as 
well, but support for Elizabeth May's 
Green party — which was excluded 
from the debate — actually went up a 
bit. An estimated four million people 
watched the English language debate, 
up 26 per cent from the 2008 debate. 
When taking into account people 
who watched some of the debate, the 
number rose to 10.6 million. 











TOUGAS (cont’d from p. 5) 
problem, not mine’. 

There were other ways for the pa- 
thetic senator to have apologized, 
without really apologizing. He could 
have said he ‘misspoke’, which is an 
all-purpose out. This has the air of 
an apology, but it's actually just an 
admission that he said something 
incorrectly, like an actor who messes 
up his line. He also could have opted 
for “I had erroneous information”. 
This is not an apology, nor is it a ad- 
mission of being wrong. It lays the 
blame on the information, not the 
person giving out the information. 

If you want to show you mean 
business, you can semi-apologize by 
laying the blame on your staff: “I was 
given wrong information”. With this 
statement, the senator is not wrong, 
but the staff is wrong. This also gives 
the senator the’ option of firing the 


staffer, or having them quit, in an act 
of political hari kari.

I know 
the press secretary has attempted to 
retract his statement, but | think it 
has a place. 

As ridiculous as ‘not intended to be 
a factual statement is, I like it. I can’t 
count the number of times in my 
writing career that it could have come 
in handy, I’ve been writing stuff that 
was not intended to be factual for 20 
years, but my only defence has been 
‘hey, I was only joking’. That never 
sounded especially professional, but 
the ‘not intended’ line sounds so self- 
important, I’m going to start using it 
all the time. 

Like right now. My description of 
Sen. Kyl as a one-eyed, 287-pound, 
Iraqi-born senator? Not intended to 
be a factual statement.

Courting The Environmental Vote 


ECO GROUPS AND EXPERTS 
OFFER THEIR IDEAS ON 
THE FEDERAL ELECTION

Casting an environmentally friendly 
vote this election should be really 
easy, aS many parties have made 
strong environmental commit- 
ments. 

The Liberals, NDP and Greens 
have all promised significant invest- 
ments in green-research and clean- 
energy. These three parties have also 
promised an end to oilsands subsi- 
dies, while the Conservatives have 
promised a phase out 

But in Alberta, everyone knows 
someone who works for or is some- 
how linked to the oil and gas indus- 
try. If-candidates and environmental 
groups want Edmontonians to be 
swayed by enviro-focused platforms 
this election, they're going to have 
to work hard to alleviate some of the 
fears that come with a recovering 
resource-based provincial economy. 

Shelia Muxlow, Sierra Club -Prai- 
rie chapter director says it’s narrow- 
minded to assume that a shift to 
more environmentally sustainable 
energy policies will hurt the econ- 
omy. She points out that renewable 


energy and public transit projects 
still employ construction workers, 
plumbers, welders and other trades 
people 

“It's just an unfortunate stereotype 
that the green job industry is either 
the bike mechanic down at the or- 
ganic coffee shop or the PhD expert 
engineer,” she says. “The same skills 
that we do employ today with our 
oil and gas development are needed 
within the renewable energy econo- 
my.” 

The Liberal promise to end fossil 
fuel subsidies is a step in the right 
direction, says Pembina Institute Ex- 
ecutive Director Ed Whittingham 

“Relatively conservative newspa- 
pers, like the National Post, stand- 
ing behind them on that as well,” 
he says. With oil prices at the $107 
and $110 per barrel, these companies 
don't need the help, and so it’s time to 
take that money and direct it towards 
a clean energy economy, he says 

Laurie Adkin, University of Al- 
berta associate professor with a 
special interest in environmental 
movements, says that the NDP 
have a longer, more proven record 
when it comes to the environment. 
While the reality is that Jack Lay- 
ton is simply statistically less likely 


to become prime minister, Adkin is 
more confident that the NDP will fol- 
low through on their environmental 
promises. It was, after all, the NDP 
that introduced the Climate Change 
Accountability Act (Bill-311) in 2009 
—a bill that was killed by the Senate 
after being passed by Parliament

Commons? 

“The Green Party is probably the 
strongest in terms of environmental 
policies but as we know, because our 
electoral system, they are unlikely 
to win seats in Alberta,” Adkin says. 
“So, strategically speaking, a per- 
son who has concerns about climate 
change and other environmental is- 
sues in Alberta should be looking 
carefully on a riding-by-riding basis 
at the chances of election of an NDP 
or a Liberal.” 

If however, there's no chance for a 
Liberal or NDP candidate to win and 
the environment is your top issue, 
she encourages a vote for the Greens, 
if only to show that the party and 
their environmental and electoral re- 
form policies have support

Make An Earth Day Resolution This Year

This winter was so tough that I just 
didn’t have the gumption to make a 
New Year's resolution in January. So, 
I decided to make a spring resolution 
instead. I’ve promised to pick up at 
least two pieces of litter every day 
for the next year. This resolution is 
perfectly in concert with up coming 
Earth Day. 

The first Earth Day was on April 
22, 1970, founded by former U.S. 
senator from Wisconsin, Gaylord 
Nelson, following a tragic oil spill in 
Santa Barbara in 1969. Nelson was 
moved to action by the devastation 
of this spill and the inspiration of 
the widespread anti-war movement. 
He decided to take advantage of the 
nation's energy in hopes of impos- 
ing environmental consciousness 
upon political agendas. It worked and 
€arth Day 1970 enlisted the support 


of many groups, including opposing 





political parties, for environmental 
protection. 

Unfortunately, here in Edmonton 
the annual Earth Day event at Fort 
Edmonton Park has been cancelled 
this year due to volunteer scheduling 
conflicts. 

But really, every day should be 
Earth Day. We certainly don’t need a 
particular day to behave with regard 
for our planet that supplies us with 
air to breathe, water to drink, land 
upon which to thrive and nourish- 
ment for our bodies. Our citizenship 
as earthlings begs that we pull up our 
environmental socks in an attempt 
to salvage the source of all that has 
been given to us and that is neces- 
sary to our survival. 

Here are some suggestions for 
ways you can honour our planet 365 
days a year: 

1) Make a commitment to recycle 
more. Edmonton introduced curb- 
side recycling collection in 1988, and 
the city is renowned for it's conve- 
nient recycling program. | know this 
suggestion seems obvious, but I’m 
constantly astounded to see what 
people throw away. 

2) Keep bulk bags from grocery 
stores and re-use them the next time 
you buy in bulk. Also, ditch produce 
bags. These bags are unnecessary, 
especially since most people wash 
their produce anyway. 


Don't buy water. Carry your own 
water bottle and re-fill it. 

3) Never buy a disposable hot bev- 
erage container again. It makes me 
sick to consider how many disposable 
hot beverage containers are thrown 
out every day. If you’re having your 
coffee or tea to stay, please ask for a 
ceramic cup when ordering. 

4) Bring your own containers 
when you intend to get take-out food. 
If you often get take-out for lunch, 
have your own containers handy to 
cut back on waste. 

5) Buy fresh foods and prepare 
your own lunches to cut back on 
take-out packaging and to improve 
your overall health by avoiding re- 
fined foods. _ 

6) Stop buying wrapping paper 
and commit to making your own 
with the plethora of scrap paper ly- 
ing around 

7) Reconsider before throwing 
your clothes in the laundry basket. 
Can those garments be worn again? 
Also, invest in a clothes horse and 
hang your clothes to dry after wash- 
ing. 

8) Cut your shower time in half. 
The average shower time is seven 
minutes, so if you cut it down to four 
minutes, you can save more than 
6,600 gallons of water per year. 

9) Do more re-gifting and make 
homemade gifts instead of buying 








more stuff. 

10) Investigate composting and 
vegetable gardening. You'll eliminate 
disposal of food scrap, lower your 
food costs and diminish consumer- 
ism.

Anything For A Cure 





STRAIGHT DOPE CECIL ADAMS 
WILL HOOKWORMS 
RELIEVE MY ASTHMA? 





I was recently distracted from my 
dust allergy woes by a Radiolab epi- 
sode discussing how the noble but 
misunderstood hookworm might of- 
fer me some relief. Apparently the 
parasite has been shown to calm 
the immune system when certain 
allergens make it overenthusiastic. 
What's the straight dope? —Charo 
Serventy, Wollongong, Australia 

Infecting yourself with hookworms 
to cure allergies? Why, it’s the most 
brilliant idea since Julius Wagner- 
Jauregg’s plan to cure tertiary syphi- 
lis, for which he was awarded the 
1927 Nobel Prize. What plan was 
that, you ask? Simple. He’d give you 
malaria instead. 

You think I’m joking. Oh, no. The 
thing was, Wagner-Jauregg’s cure 
worked, sort of. The high fever of 
malaria killed the syphilis bacterium. 
The problem was you then had ma- 
laria, which five per cent of the time 
would kill you. Then again, the mor- 
tality rate of tertiary syphilis — when 
the disease had invaded the brain — 
was 100 per cent. So it seemed like a 
good deal till penicillin came along, 
after which the malaria cure was 
heard of no more. 

The same fate undoubtedly awaits 
the hookworm cure, although calling 
it a cure based on what we know now 
overstates matters. The syndicated 
public radio program you heard fea- 
tured interviews with two hookworm 
pioneers. One was David Pritchard, 
an immunologist at the University of 
Nottingham in the U.K. who's been

on the front lines of hookworm re- 
search. The other was a guy named 
Jasper Lawrence, one of those people 
with a gift for latching onto an out- 
there concept and taking it over a 
cliff. 

Long afflicted with severe asthma 
and allergies, Lawrence heard hook- 
worms offered relief and promptly 
decided to get some, for which pur- 
pose he journeyed in 2006 to the 
tropical African country of Camer- 
oon, where hookworm is endemic. 
Because (a) infected humans excrete 
worm eggs in their feces and (b) the 
resulting larvae typically burrow in 
through their host's skin, Lawrence 
spent two weeks walking barefoot 
around village latrines and hoped for 
the best. 

On returning to the U.S., Lawrence 
noticed no change till the spring 
day he rolled down his car window. 
Normally he would have been over- 
whelmed with allergy symptoms; 
instead, nothing. Petting a cat, pre- 
viously perilous, likewise had no ef- 
fect. Concluding he was cured, Law- 
rence decided he needed to bring the 
gift of hookworms to his fellow suf- 
ferers and began selling hookworm 
treatment kits online at $4,000 a 
pop, using worms he’d cultivated 
internally. (He says they're sanitized 
before they're shipped.) When the 
Food and Drug Administration went 
after him, Lawrence took it on the 
lam, although he can still be reached 
through his site. Meanwhile, he’s 
gotten coverage from ABC News, 
Discover, the UK paper the Observ- 
er, and of course NPR. 

In case you're tempted, | need to 
emphasize that Lawrence isn't a doc- 


tor and has no research to prove his 
worms work. However, and here we 
get back to David Pritchard, it’s not 
out of the question that hookworms 
and their parasitic kin, collectively 
known as helminths, might offer 
some protection against asthma, al- 
lergies, inflammatory bowel disease, 
and other immune disorders. While 
working in the tropics in the 1980s, 
Pritchard observed that hookworm 
sufferers rarely had such problems. 
He became a believer in the hygiene 
hypothesis, which holds that we in 
the developed world receive much 
less exposure to infectious agents 
than our ancestors did, so our im- 
mune systems don’t develop prop- 
erly. As a result they overreact to 
harmless stimuli, giving rise among 
other things to what's been described 
as an asthma epidemic. Epidemiolog- 
ical studies purport to show that al- 
lergies and asthma are less prevalent 
in rural societies than in cities, that 
children with intestinal parasites 
have less severe allergic reactions, 
and so on. Pritchard became particu- 
larly interested in hookworms and at 
one point deliberately infected him- 
self with them. 

All very interesting, if a bit gross, 
but two points need to be made. 
First, no one has demonstrated that 
filling somebody with worms is going 
to cure his asthma or anything else. 
Although helminths and the hygiene 
hypothesis have been debated for 
decades, clinical research has barely 
begun. I could find only a few stud- 
ies, each involving a few dozen par- 
ticipants. In one, porcine whipworms 
supposedly relieved ulcerative colitis; 
in another, hookworms failed to sig- 
nificantly improve asthma compared 
to a placebo. Second, even if worms 
conferred some clinical benefits, 
they’re still, let's face it, worms — 
ones that can cause anemia, stunted 
development, and sometimes death, 
making this a suboptimal therapeu- 
tic method. 

That's not to say using one afflic- 
tion to cure or prevent another is 
inherently nuts, just that there may 
be an intervening step or two before 
we arrive at a practical technique. 
Consider the famous example of 
€dward Jenner, who infected people 
with cowpox to prevent smallpox. 
What's little remembered now is that 
cowpox vaccination replaced variola- 
tion, in which people were purposely 
inoculated with smallpox scabs in 
hopes they’d get a mild form of the 
disease to prevent a later fatal case. 
The technique worked — 98 per cent 
of those variolated became immune. 
The drawback was that one to two 
per cent died.

In Search Of Burroughs 


FERRETING OUT 
WESTERN POP CULTURE IN 
MOROCCO AND TANGIER

It's our last meal in Africa and the 
service is as predictably slow, silent 
and surly as anywhere in Morocco. 

Cottony light from beaded art deco 
lamps softens the edges of the long 
wait between visits from our server. 
We examine the heavy silverware, 
admire the gleaming cedar staircas- 
es, and moan about the unmistakable 
aroma of Galouises from a nearby 
table of fellow tourists. 

No worries. We weren't there to 
indulge in the decadent menu of 
freshly caught fish, scandalously 
good martinis, or fresh in-season 
vegetables. 

We were there to drink in the aura 
of authentic fakery. After all, this is 
Rick’s Cafe — the tourist trap to end 
all tourist traps. 

If the restaurant is a celluloid dream 
come to life, it flirts with Groundhog 
Day almost as much as Casablanca. 
Downstairs from our table, the Bo- 
gey and Bergman classic plays silent- 
ly on endless repeat, the centerpiece 
of a perfect-replica dance floor with 
the almost-same piano where Sam 
played it again. 

Here, the movie lives on in perpe- 
tuity, acted out in the unchanging 
thythms of the cafe’s costumed serv- 
ers and era-appropriate background 
music. 

The restaurant is an island of eerie 
comfort in a sea of regional tension 
and urban disaffection. In the crowd- 
ed streets of Casablanca, where tour- 
ists are few and far between, the city 
is remaking itself. The colonial Pari- 
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Acafe in the winding streets of Tangier. | PHOTO BY ALISTAIR HENNING 





sian grandeur of Bogey’s supposed 
stomping grounds is now covered 
with a patina of soot. Construction 
workers are carving deep incisions 
for coming light-rail transit lines. 

Even if it doesn't reflect contempo- 
rary Morocco, at least Rick’s Cafe is 
located in its borders. Casablanca, by 
contrast, was shot entirely on a Hol- 
lywood soundstage. Yet almost 70 
years on, it’s still a gateway drug for 
grasping the country’s intoxicatingly 
complex, storied, and contested his- 
tory. 

Pop culture travel isn’t simple pil- 
grimage or re-enactment. It’s about 
traveling to a feeling, a memory that 
you dreamed you had. Or better still, 
a memory of someone else’s life. It’s 
a post-modern mix of legend, fact 
and sheer marketing magic. 

Take Essaouira, a beach town on 
Morocco’s southwestern coast. It 
boasts Hendrix as its dead rockstar 


- laureate. The myth? That he was in- 


spired to pen ‘Castles Made of Sand’ 
by a sandbar off the Essaouira beach. 
The truth? He wrote the song seven 
years before his trip across the At- 
lantic to Morocco. The marketing 
magic? His face, along with fellow 
hazy music man Bob Marley, adorn 
the illicit head shops and backpacker 
bars. It’s a bit disappointing not to 
hear Hendrix cranked through the 
loudspeakers between calls to prayer, 
but his touch is unmistakable: you 
don’t even need to ask to have hero- 
in, cocaine, hash, pot, ecstasy and kif 
offered up as readily as thuya wood 
souvenirs. 

Still, it's a far easier pill to swal- 
low than the dizzying labyrinth of 
Tangier, a few hours to the north. 
Some landmarks have changed since

“The Petit Socco?” we ask the 
shopkeeper. “Around the corner. 
Left, then two rights, then left,” he 
says. Skeptical but desperate after 
both Google and our earnest map- 
scanning fail us, we follow his advice 
and slink through narrow alleys to 
our purported destination. It's a dead 
end. Half-lit neon signs buzz above 
our heads, luring us into one of the 
sketchy rooming houses Burroughs 
himself might have holed up in 

We do our best to reverse course, 
and emerge into another mini- 
square, this time with new landmarks 
and new faces. Without asking and 
despite our increasingly short-tem- 
pered rejections, we're given advice 
on where to find our mysterious 
SOCco. 

“Keep going straight!” says one 
smirking tout. 

“You'll need to take a taxi; follow 
me to my brother's cab,” offers an 
enterprising other. 

Claustrophobia has set in. We're 
feeling as Burroughs might: paranoid 
and punchy. But we're determined to 
give it one last try. 

A final scan of the barely-readable 
map suggests we should head uphill. 
We trudge up a gentle incline toward 
the smell of Sanka and sizzling lamb 
skewers. A café. And not just a café 
but a big one. The café. Café Cen- 
trale. The Petit Socco sprawls out 
before us. 

Weren't we here an hour ago? 
Didn't we pass by that hostel twice 
before? No matter. 

We're awash in the relief of arrival. 
All the exposition of Burrough’s In- 
terzone emerges, like a puzzle solved: 
The house he shot up in. The balco- 
ny he fought from. The corners he 
hustled on, 

It's a leap through the wormhole 
that partitions the grind of indepen- 
dent travel from the fantasy of pop 
culture. Finally, the distance between 
the two worlds collapses, and so do 
we, happy to sip some bad coffee and 
ponder our own would-be Tangerine 
memories.

Anyone who is interested in this 
city’s food scene owes themselves a 
trip to Noodle Maker, the somewhat 


— stalwart of the Edmonton restau- 
rant scene for nigh on 30 years (in- 
cluding a tenure at Parkallen’s many 
splendoured Chinese take-out gem 
Happy Garden) — and a showcase 
for the man’s many food enthusi- 
asms. As such, one trip to Noodle 
Maker scarcely suffices to come to 
grips with its wide and deep menu. 
So I went three times last week. 

The blocks that spill east from Jas- 


_ per Avenue’s Chinese gate are, shall 


we say a touch downbeat, and Noodle 
Maker provides a bright, spacious, 
slightly erratic respite, the tidy din- 
ing room filled with chairs rescued 
from a donut shop (believe me, you'll 
be able to tell), a rather anomalous 
plastic bagel bin, a hovering dirigible 
of a flatscreen TV aglow with Chi-

I'm happy to say I have no regrets.

Kiss the Noodle” — Noodle Maker's 
menu is not only fluent but help- 
fully descriptive regarding dishes 
like the dan dan mein or bountiful 
rice. The range of influences on the 
food — various dialects of Chinese, 
Japanese, Korean, Thai, Indian, He- 
brew, omnivore, vegan — somehow 
seems to make sense together and 
the choosing is not easy. 

I wanted to try so many things, 
from the Dutch apple pulled pork on 
a bun ($5!) to the butter goat curry. 
I panicked a bit when invited by my 
avuncular host to order and blurted

In fact, thinking about it makes me 
want to eat it again right now. Tender 
ramen noodles are lightly grilled and 
tossed with bean sprouts, chunks of 
fried tofu and tofu sheets steeped in 
marinade, and whole leaves of fresh 
baby spinach, with a side dish of ses- 
ame paste drizzled over malt vinegar. 


| I stirred them together and poured it 


over the steaming platter before me, 
and commenced to silently apolo- 
gize to anyone who might glance my 
way while I hoovered up that food. 
It could only have been unseemly. 
Grill-crisped noodles, crunchy yet 
succulent sprouts, salty bursts of soy 
protein, lip-smacking lubricity and 
the underlying pungency of the dark 
vinegar — it pushed a lot of buttons. 
A couple of days later 1 was back, 
thinking this time I'd give something 
meaty a try, maybe even the grilled 
onion pork tenderloin ramen. But 
once seated and menu’d by the same 
avuncular host, I felt impelled toward 
the chou-tofu appetizer ($4.99) and 
followed through on a Buddha-ap- 
proved vegan theme with the Smil- 
ing Buddha Feast on ramen ($8.50). 
Again, the attention to detail, the 


novelty and thoughtfulness of the 


food was surprising. A generous 
portion of tofu triangles had been 
steeped in a mix of sesame seeds and 
Chinese spinach, fermenting slightly 
to produce a pong, which the menu 
identified as smelly and deep-fried. 
Snappy, vinegary, gingery dip and 
marinated cabbage on the side made 
it like a small meal in itself. But then 


came the ramen. 

I looked down: into the deep bow! 
of Siu To's supreme soya-wine broth 
filled with coils of noodles, edamame 
(soy beans), tofu sheets and wakame 
(seaweed) squares tied in loose knots, 
absorbent chunks of shiitake mush- 
room and woodear,.dark, porous 
cubes of wheat gluten and a couple 
of things I couldn't identify. Turns 
out they were lily flower and gingko. 
Every chopstick-load promised a 
new combination of tastes and den- 
tal sensations, the broth and noodles 
were, as promised, slurpy, and it kept 
me going through the afternoon, 
which a vegan lunch doesn’t always 
guarantee. Plus I was awarded a free 
sample of the house sesame bagels 
on the way out the door. 

I finally managed to get someone 
to join me there for dinner a few days 
later and broke the meat barrier. It 
would be aromatic goat stew ($10) 
dammit, and basa tempura with nori 
seasoned batter ($6.50), and my co- 
diner would try the lemon-glazed 
salmon ramen (say that 10 times 
fast) ($9). 

The basa tempura was a stroke of 
genius, really — ungreasy, with just 
enough batter to hold together the 
moist, buttery basa inside and touch 
of seaweed for- colour, though the 
side dish of mayo and ketchup was 
something of a non sequitur given 
the composition of the menu. Nor 
was | quite as crazy about the aro- 
matic goat stew. It was aromatic in 
a good way and the shreds of young 
goat meat were toothsome, as were 
the starchy rounds of daikon, but the 
goji berries and dried prunes didn’t do 
much for me. My co-diner’s ramen 
was more intriguing, topped with a 
perfectly turned slab of salmon and 
equipped with whole, lightly grilled 


lemon slices.

It's been nearly a decade since audiences were first introduced to 
BoyGroove, billed as Canada’s original boy-band, but actor and 
co-producer of the !mpulse Theatre production Timothy Coo- 
per is confident that the story is as relevant now as it was then 

Written by Chris Craddock with music by Aaron Macri, Boy- 
Groove follows the rise and fall of Jon, Kevin, Andrew and Lance 
(played by Byron Martin, Timothy Cooper, Mathew Bittroff and 
Eric Wigston) as they navigate the,waters of fame; fans, harmo- 
nies, choreography and matching suits 

“BoyGroove is a mocumentary musical,” Cooper explains. 
“It's about the inner*workings of boy bands. We start in the 
future, jump back to the past and chronicle through to key mo- 
ments in BoyGroove's history.” 

And although the show may have been written near the begin- 
ning of the millennium, there's still plenty to draw audiences 
in. 

“The show has seen some rewrites since its original produc- 
tion,” Cooper says. “The music has been modernized a little. 
Macri re-did it and updated the feel since music now is so pro- 
duced.” 

“If you hated boy bands, (the show) is great because you can 
come and laugh at them,” Cooper continues. “And if you loved 
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; "BoyGroove want to remind you that boy band’s are t puppe 





boy bands you can come and remember. Anyone 
who-was touched by boy bands can totally relate.” 

There's an element of nostalgia to the piece as well. “It’s very 
much about the 1990s” Cooper says. “You kind of can look back 
on it now and see the entire picture.” 

Part of that picture, according to Cooper, includes the extinc- 
tion of the boy band in favour of more popular solo acts like 
break-out artist Justin Timberlake and YouTube phenom Justin 
Bieber. 

“It’s gone from boy band to boy,” Cooper says. And although 
the uber-choreographed dance routines and multiple harmonies 
might seem dated by today’s music standards, BoyGroove will 
remind audiences that for a time these group acts were attract- 
ing all the attention. 

You can count Cooper firmly in the fan category after being 
introduced to boy bands back in the 90s by his female cousins. 
They exposed him to the genre, and even worked on practicing 
some signature dance moves. 

“Twas in Grade 9 and | brought my stereo to school and | had 
my Backstreet Boys CD in it and everyone made fun of me,” 
Cooper remembers with a laugh. 

That early exposure has probably helped Cooper as he tackles 
the singing and dancing required for his part 

“The most challenging aspect is probably the choreogra- 
phy combined with the music at the same time,” Cooper says. 
“There are a lot of tight harmonies and a lot of robust choreog- 
raphy. Getting the stamina to not only keep up physically with 
the show but also mentally is a challenge for sure.” 

But it's a challenge well suited to the Grant MacEwan Musi- 
cal Theatre grad. The show has been rehearsing for two and a 
half months in order to bring a polish and finesse to the musical

numbers, and in order to make sure the boys can consistently 
bring the goods. 

“We did a straight song run,” Cooper explains, “and at the 
end we were absolutely knackered. You don’t have time to take 
a water break or anything. It gives you a respect for the artists 
performing those high energy numbers.” 

Some of the numbers that audiences will enjoy include “Ac- 
tually Hurts”, “Pushin’ and Rockin’”, and “You Make My Hips 
Buck”, which Cooper thinks will leave a lasting impression. 

“l think people will leave singing “Hips Buck”. It’s kind of a 
memorable song from the show — it’s a very catchy tune.” 

Joining the boys to bring this production together are chore- 
ographer Jason Hardwick and director Trevor Schmidt. 

“When we were talking about choreography we wanted to 
pick someone who would want to do the project and understand 
how the movements work,” Cooper says. “Jason is a fantastic 
choreographer and knew what we were going for.” 

Cooper continues the praise for his director. “Working with 
Trevor has been great,” he explains. “He comes with a lot of 
insights into the world. He's a fantastic director, and he loves 
boy bands.” 

Speaking of loving boy bands, have the BoyGroove fellows at- 
tracted any groupies yet? 

“No,” Cooper replies with a laugh. “In order to advertise the 
show we made a Twitter and a blog posing as the band and we've 
had a bunch of people asking us for signed CDs because they 
didn't realize that we weren't really a boy band.” 

But of course, in order to pull off the satire of the piece, the 
performers must become as tight and as polished as a real boy 
band. According to Cooper, the original touring cast would of- 
ten find groups of girls waiting after the shows for autographs.

as a 12-year-old), but actually had NKOTB sheets. Yes, 
sheets 
I've always gone for the broody types; so my unend- 


ing love for Donnie Wahlberg's faux-bad boy persona | 
was a dead-on indication that I'd fall hard for angsty | 


punk rockers in junior high. My giggling entourage of 
scrunchied preteen friends would sit on the bike racks 
and sing “Hangin’ Tough” from start to finish every re- 
cess; we even choreographed our own dance moves when 
we couldn't find the latest video on MuchMusic. We had 
stickers, notebooks, pencil cases, lunch bags, NKOTB- 
themed birthday parties and every damn issue of however 
many ridiculous fanzines existed 

But on the evening of the NKOTB concert in E€dmon- 
ton in summer 1989 something switched in my head. It 
might have been jealousy (I didn't get to go) or it might 
have been the Cocktail soundtrack I recently purchased, 
but I fell out of love as quickly as 1 was swept up in the 
NKOTB fervour.

I work at a youth centre, which means these days, I lis- 
ten to a lot of Justin Beiber. A shit tonne of JB. I know 
more about Beiber than a grown woman probably legal- 
ly should. I’ve eyen been forced to play a Justin Beiber 
board game, which you win by accomplishing silly dares 
resulting in a chance to put little sticker kisses on the 
boy’s visage. 

Now my fellow youth workers are at their wits-end 
with the Beiber-mania, but I am eternally understand- 
ing. I know what it's like to be in love with a boy band. I 
thought New Kids on the Block were the most talented, 
amazing, accomplished, romantic boys to ever grace the 
earth with their dance moves. They didn’t even have to 
use all five steps to get to this gal (Ooo baby), they had 
me at step one. I was fiercely defensive when someone 
would insult their musicianship. 

“They only sing love songs,” was a popular criticism I 
would hear on the playground. And I would think “What 
else in this world is there worthy to sing about!?!?” I 
had a fanny pack, VHS videos and two copies of Step By 
Step on tape (just in case one broke). They needed to in- 
vent a stronger word for dedication.

REFINED AND 
BEAUTIFUL COMIC 





SUDDENLY SOMETHING HAPPENED 
By Jimmy Beaulieu (Translation by KerryAnn Cochrane) 
Conundrum Press, 256 pages, $20

“If you don’t like ‘navel-gazers’ you 
wouldn't much care for me,” says ac- 
claimed Canadian cartoonist Seth’s 


fictionalized self in his comic It’s a 
Good Life if You Don't Weaken. Of 
course, he’s only doing what so many 
artists do: being honest about him- 
self, since it's so hard for most of us. 

The same could be said for Quebe- 
cois artist Jimmy Beaulieu in his first 
book in English, Suddenly Some- 
thing Happened, 
some of his earlier French-language 
works. At it’s centre of this semi- 


a reworking of 


fictionalized autobiographical comic 
are Beaulieu's internal struggles: un- 
derstanding himself, how he came 
to be, and how to realize the life he 
wants. 

It's probably no coincidence such 
introspective stories are so pervasive 
in contemporary, so-called “literary” 
comics; the medium itself, as Seth 
points out, is a solitary one, and con- 
ducive to internal reverie. It's equally 
possible that Beaulieu found the per- 
fect outlet for his already-pronounced 
penchant for (self-)analysis. 

Indeed, Beaulieu might rightfully 
be pegged as a bit narcissistic, as 
when he launches on an extended in- 
ternal monologue about why people 
like pop music ... before explaining 
how he grew to love the Beach Boys. 
It's a funny little stretch, however, 
with the artist clearly seeing the hu- 
mour in himself.

of seeing the world as Beaulieu sees 
it. And yet, with what grace and 
romance does he design what sur- 
rounds him. It’s a worldview well 
served by his delicate style of pencil 
and ink wash — yet the effect is more 
holistic than that, with look, content 
and authorial voice becoming inex- 
tricable. It’s precisely this quality that 
makes the book so quietly winning. 

Beaulieu’s graphic personage, we 
see, is an esthete and a dreamer, 
and his eye for the magic of simple 
things makes us smile inside and out. 
There’s such charm, for example, in 
a scene of he and a female friend 
lounging on a Montreal apartment 
balcony, she wrapped in a blanket 
with a glass of wine. (Later, there's a 
whole section on the city’s balconies 
in spring.) 

How impossibly dreamy does 
Beaulieu make Montreal look and 
feel — especially, say, on a night of 
wet snow, or while sitting on a park 
bench surrounded by leafy trees and 
glowing street lamps. (Scenes of 
Quebec City and the rural country- 
side get similar treatment.) 

And he loves women — how they 
look, move and hold themselves in 
repose, modesty coyly preserved by 


a Strategic feng shui of limbs and bed 
covers. He also can't help but notice 
the perfect profile of a girl in a fur- 
lined collar, waiting for the same 
traffic light 

He’s romantic in the amorous 
sense, as well, the flipside of which 
is of course preciousness. He feels 
crushed when he sees a make-out 
partner getting acquainted with an- 
other person's dental hygiene. An- 
other girl, actually. And it won't be 
the first time he’s disappointed. 

In fact, he's been perpetually let 
down since breaking up with his 
previous girlfriend years earlier. It’s 
clearly what's keeping him from 
moving in with his present partner — 
and the question is for how long will 
Beaulieu get in his own way. Sooner 
or later, he has to make peace with a 
world that's not as he’d like it to be. 

There’s a note of bittersweetness 
to Suddenly Something Happened: 
Beaulieu recognizes how hard it can 
be to change, and how we ultimately 
“never really change much at all.” 
Yet even this epiphany doesn't feel 
pessimistic, and the closing chapters 
offer the sunshine of hope. 

This is a lovely, affecting piece of 
comic art.

After years of tilling fields til dusk, 
William Elliott Whitmore turned to 
his five strings over a decade ago to 
pluck new fruits from that labour, 
letting the land he worked on and 
worked with inspire him anew. 

“I can't farm commercially any- 
more because I’ve been on tour 
playin’ music,” he says in his sim- 
mering lowa roasted drawl, about the 
family vocation he had to relinquish, 
adding that he still uses a good por 
tion of that property to grow his own 
vegetables and hops for beer. “Bein’ 
a farmer and bein’ a musician, they 
each take all your time so I had to 
make a choice, but that definitely 
informs a lot about what I write 
about.” 

The similarities don’t end there. As 
he turns his husky croon toward bit- 
ter southern fried lullabies about lost 
love, lone men’s shame, and whiskey 
justice, Whitmore will sometimes 
strum his banjo gently like a farmer 
sewing seeds, but more often than 
not he'll rip away at those frets as if 
he has to reap a harvest by the end of 
the next verse. 

“I kind’ve approached my banjo 
playing not like a bluegrass player 
but in a Ramones style, kind of just 
hitting chords and letting that carry 
the tune and just singing my heart 

ut,” he says of his blistering off 
kilter style. “I had a pretty isolated 
childhood, grew up on a farm out in 
the middle of nowhere and I didn’t 
have anyone else to play guitar with 
and sing with. So I tried to develop a 
sort of self contained style where it's 
just me up there, tryin’ to sound like 
more people than | really am.” 

Those lonely farm memories may 
have psychologically manifested 
themselves in his songs, but few

— Whitmore plays as if tackling the 


rhythms, and that Ramones-esque | 


ethos served him well as he cut his 








teeth half a decade ago in various | 


punk scenes, opening for hardcore | 


acts like The Pogues, Converge and 
Lucero with only a banjo and a bris- 
tly drawl.

Despite the hoarse twang he spits 


into the microphone instead of a 


shattering punky screech, or the lack | 


f feedback pouring out his amps, 
head banging audiences like the 
crowd in Brighton have little trouble 
relating to Whitmore’s performanc- 
es, probably because of the themes 
he wrestles with on his tunes. 

He cites one song, the fan favourite 
“Hard Times,” as a perfect example. 
It stems from a story his grandmoth- 
er used to share about their Bavar- 
ian ancestors, who immigrated to 
America in the mid 1800's to escape 
the Kaiser's brutality. 

“His troops would literally come 
around and just commandeer horses 
and livestock, if they didn’t feel like 
walkin’ they'd just take your horse,” 
Whitmore says, recounting the bru- 
tal details his ancestors fled from 
and passed on through stories. “(My 
family) got so sick of it that my 
great, great grandfather got a job in 
the boiler room of a steam ship and 
made his way over to America. But 
he was basically comin’ from a civil 
war over there to a civil war over 
here. That just got me thinkin’ about 
how people think these are the worst 
times, but really these things have 
been goin’ on since man had oppos- 
able thumbs.” 

Whitemore hopes to further plumb 





those themes on his next album, due 
this summer. Dubbed Field Songs, 
the record not only uses the land as a 
muse but also an instrument — he lit- 
erally recorded much of it in his back 
yard, capturing bird songs and frog 
noises to compliment the lyrics his 
family’s property helped forge 

He says the LP's peak is a son

“I never really cared much for rock 
'n’ roll by the rules like some bands 
do, and if you thought I didn’t care 
before, you should see me now,” says 
Fat Dave Johnston. 

He's not kidding. Across the table 
at downtown diner The Commodore, 
the guitarist and vocalist of local 
trash rock/blues group Ol’ Smashy 
is splitting his attention evenly be- 
tween fielding my questions about 


his band’s debut 7” and making sure 
his adorable two-year-old daughter, 
Lucy, gets more strawberry milk- 
shake in her mouth than on her out- 
fit. 

Stay-at-home dad is an atypical im- 
age for a rock musician, but as John- 
ston has made clear, he doesn't do 
things like everybody else, Proof of 
that arrived in my inbox a few weeks 
ago in the form of a press release for 
his 7”-release show in which John- 
ston announced that his band, for- 
merly known as the F_D. Jones Soap 
Co., will henceforth be known as Ol’ 
Smashy. Not exactly the best timing 
for such a fundamental shift, but on 
the night before the order for the self- 
released single was sent to the press- 
ing plant, Johnston realized that, for 
a name change, it was now or never. 


“There's nothing worse than having a 
record before you change the name,” 
he explains. “This was the last pos- 
sible moment to do so.” 

Do so they did. Ol’ Smashy, as 
Johnston says, is simply the name 
of his guitar — a beat-up Japanese 
Fender Telecaster he's had since he 
was 14. Standing in the chair beside 
him, Lucy squeals, “Smashy!” and 
resumes sucking on a plastic ketchup 
bottle. “We were just talking, some- 
thing about how my guitar gets more 
and more beat up all the time and 
stuff like that and I was like, ‘That's 
Ol’ Smashy for you,” says Johnston. 
“We said, ‘If we end up starting an- 
other band at some point, we're just 
gonna call it Ol’ Smashy.’ Within a 
week, we were just calling ourselves 
Ol’ Smashy.”

The band’s debut single is culled 
from a larger session of tracks re- 
corded live off the floor straight to 
tape, and is limited to just 150 cop- 
ies financed and released by the band 
itself. It’s the first of what Johnston 
envisions as a series of limited-run 
releases designed to get their music 


| out there and not be left with boxes 


of extras in the basement. 

It may seem ambitious (and expen- 
sive), especially considering that, like 
Johnston, drummer John Phillips and 
bassist Thom Golub also have wives, 
kids and jobs to consider. But while 
many people seem to put music on 


| the back burner once the responsi- 


bilities of life kick in, Johnston says 


that for him, it didn’t work that way. 
After Lucy (who's now absorbed by 
carefully seasoning my glass of wa- 
ter with salt and pepper) was born, it 
reinforced the importance of the role 
music had to play in his life. 

“I think it became more of a prior- 
ity because life is short. You can do it 
and you don't have to lose your soul 
in the process. You can be number 
one if you want but I don’t want to. 
I know I've got the chops to do it — I 
just don’t care,” Johnston says, clari- 
fying that he doesn’t have a problem 
with success, he just wants it on his 
own terms. “At the end of the day, 
we just want to play. That's the whole 
point.”

While still a young musician playing 
violin in the University of Ottawa 
Symphony Orchestra, Robert Rival, 
who originally hailed from Calgary, 
was mysteriously drawn to want to 
learn how to compose music 

“T've been immersed in music since 
I was four, when I started playing 
violin and when I moved to Ottawa 
when I was 10, in high school I joined 
the Youth Orchestra, and later on 
when I started my undergrad | con- 
tinued with the University Orchestra 
and was just surrounded by this great 
music and playing it. It left a strong 
impression on me. | don’t know ex- 
actly what drew me to composition 
I didn’t start composing until I was in 
my undergrad and at first I was quite 
experimental.” 

Harmony and Counterpoint class 
es appealed to him in an analytical 
way.

Using com- 
prehensive interviews with many 
of the subjects and incorporating 
mind-blowing archival _foot- 
age of the drug cartel and po- 
litical turmoil that rocked Co- 
lumbia during this period, the 
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sented. It feels and moves more like a 
great political thriller/documentary 
along the lines of Babet Schroeder's 
Terrors Advocate as opposed to a 
cliched “against all odds” celebra- 
tion that universally plagues athletic 


films. 

Like any great documentary, 
The Two €Escobars leaves one 
mystified and amazed by the 


thoroughness and beauty of its 
presentation. It allows the view- 
er the opportunity to enter a 
completely foreign world and 
leave with a much greater compre- 
hension and sympathy to the ele- 
ments that combined to create this 
world. Far too often in North Ameri- 
ca we are only presented the “official 
story” that the monied powers want 
us to believe. 

The Two €scobars is as terrific an 
example as you will find of com- 
mitted populist political filmmak- 
ing that embraces compassion and 
intelligence without forsaking the re- 
sponsibility of exciting story-telling.

Plenty of substantial new releases 
in DVD land this week, including 
this year’s big Oscar winner. 








Nominated for a dozen Oscars 
overall — and winner of best pic- 
ture — The King’s Speech is the true 
story of King George VI (best actor 
winner, Colin Firth), who unexpect- 
edly was forced to assume the throne 
when his brother, Edward VIII, ab- 
dicated the throne to take up with 





an American divorcee in 1937. Poor 
George, however, suffered from a 
terrible stammer, which naturally 
made it somewhat difficult to rally 
his people with World War II loom- 
ing. Geoffrey Rush, also an Oscar 
nominee, is wonderful as the king's 
disrespectful Australian speech ther- 
apist. Don't be put off by all the his- 
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tory; The King’s Speech is an inspir- 
ing human drama even if you know 
nothing about the politics of the era. 
Extras include archival footage of the 
real King George VI. 


Nicole Kidman and Aaron Eck- 
hart star as a couple forced to endure 
the unthinkable — the death of their 
young child in an accident. Kidman 
won an Oscar nomination for her 
role in this widely praised (87 per 
cent positive on Rotten Tomatoes) 
film. Clearly, if you’re looking for a 
feel-good film for a Saturday night, 
this ain't it. 


Academy Award-winning writer/ 
director Sofia Coppola (Lost in 
Translation) weighs in with a com- 
edy-drama on the perils of fame, as 
seen through the life of actor Johnny 
Marco (Stephen Dorff). Generally 
highly praised, although some crit- 
ics said it was a far cry from her best 
work. 


Director Peter Weir (Witness,

Jack Black’s version of the Jona-

out to be a Christmas turkey. Special 
effects heavy comedy was roundly 
dismissed by critics and generally 
ignored by the public. Probably a lot 
more palatable on the small screen. 


Ascene from The Fresh-Prince of Bel-Air’s s' 


From the Criterion Collection 
comes this gritty slice-of-life drama 
from Britain’s Ken Loach. Billy is a 
15-year-old miner's son trapped in 
a dead-end existence which is re- 
deemed when he forms a bond with 
a wild kestrel (a type of falcon). Part 
of the “angry young man” wave of 
films out of Britain, Kes was named 
one of the 10 best British films of the 
century by the British Film Institute. 


Again from Criterion, Sweetie was 
the debut of director Jane Campion, 
best known for 1993's The Piano. 
Sweetie tells the story of two sisters, 
buttoned-down Kay and her free- 
spirited sister Sweetie. One of 50 
Australian films selected for preser- 
vation as part of the National Film 
and Sound Archive ‘of Australia’s 
restoration project. 


Ernie Kovacs died ina car accident 
in 1962 at the age of 42, but before 
his untimely demise, Kovacs was 
creating outrageous, groundbreak- 
ing TV comedy. Kovacs was one 
of the first to grasp the potential of 
TY, using primitive special effects 
and elaborate sight gags. Kovacs 
was also a witty talk-show host and 
satirist, and in this six-disc box set, 
pretty much every surviving piece 
of Kovacs footage from 1951-62 (col- 
lected by his widow, Edie Adams) is 
included. A must for TV history and 
comedy fans overall. 


At last, the long wait is over! The 
sixth and final season of Will Smith's 
Fresh Prince of Bel-Air is released 
on DVD. Everybody do the Carlton 
dance!
